Fixing a broken heart

All told, Gordon Reid had an 
amazing experience. 

The procedure that restored 
proper blood flow around his 
heart was textbook. The angi¬ 
oplasty performed by Dr. Jaf- 
fer Syed Thursday morning 
cleared the blockage in an 
artery and left a stent in there 
to keep that artery open. 

Reid, who was awake and 


the procedure, walked out of 
the operating room and was 
scheduled to return home last 
Thursday afternoon. 

Still, Reid said, he isn’t anx¬ 
ious for a return hospital visit 

“I feel great," he said, walk¬ 
ing out of the operating room 
to the recovery area with Syed 
at his side. 

“It was amazing, but I’d 
rather not do it again.” 

For the past month, Reid 
has lived with a time bomb in 
his chest 

Routine medical tests 
showed he had high choles¬ 
terol. Further examination 
found the 70-year-old Beam- 
sville man had two blocked 
arteries in his chest. The block¬ 
ages were so serious, doctors 
ordered Reid to take things 
easy because a heart attack 
could strike at any time. 

Two weeks ago, Syed, an 
interventional cardiologist, put 
a stent into one artery, restor¬ 
ing blood flow. 

On Thursday, he performed 
the procedure on Reid for a 
second time to address the 
other blockage. 

Reid arrived at the St.

Catharines hospital with his 
wife, Pamela, before 7 a.m. 
Within the hour, Reid was in 
a hospital gown and being 
prepped for the operation. 

The procedure, done in Nia¬ 
gara Health System’s heart 
investigation lab, took about 
an hour to complete. St. 
Catharines Standard journal¬ 


ists were on hand to watch the 
entire operation from start to 

Working with a team of 
nurses and technicians, Syed 
inserted a wire into Reid’s arm 
that travelled through his arter¬ 
ies. Dye that was injected into 
the arteries showed up on a 
real time X-ray display, reveal¬ 


ing how Reid’s blood was flow¬ 
ing and where the blockage 

On the display, the blockage 
appeared as a pinched-off area 
in the artery, preventing the 
blood from moving through. 

A special balloon was then 
attached to the wire and 
inflated inside the artery, 


effectively crushing the block¬ 
age. A stent — basically a 
chicken wire-like frame—was 
installed in the artery, keeping 

Syed then wanted to check 
on how the first stent he put in 
was doing. 

While he found it was doing 
its job, the doctor noticed pos¬ 


sible blockage in another 
artery. However, once he 
examined the artery he found 
it was not a problem that 
needed medical intervention. 

Syed said he was very happy 
with the results of the proce- 

He had been concerned the 
blockage was so complete, he 
might not be able to thread the 
wire through it So chose a wire 
with a coating that allowed 
him to work it through the 
blockage fairly easily and get 
the balloon in. 

Once that was done, it was 
just a matter of getting the 
stent in place. 

While Reid watched the pro¬ 
cedure on the monitor used by 
Syed and the medical team, 
his wife waited in the recov¬ 
ery area. 

“It was a hard hour,” Pamela 
Reid said. “But I am gjad he is 
getting the care he needs.” 

Reid said he wasn’t nervous 
going into the heart lab, having 
been through the procedure 
once already. 

“These people are profes¬ 
sionals,” he said. “They take 
really good care of you, they 
explain everything. Honestly, 
the procedure itself is calming.” 

The Tribune covered Reid’s 
procedure, live blogging 
from the operating room. 
Thousands of online view¬ 
ers watched what was the first 
operation to ever be covered 
live from the NHS.

T he American military has a phrase to 

describe the early stages of its campaigns, 
when it uses overwhelming firepower and tech¬ 
nology to wipe out an opponent’s defenses. 
“Shock and awe,” they call it 
That could also describe the first week of the 
provincial election campaign, of the Tories and 
Liberals in particular. 

Although upon reflection, the words “bum¬ 
bling” and “ridiculous” might be better 
With the Liberals deciding to fight the prime 
minister instead of trying to appeal to the 
Ontario voter and the Tories dancing famone 
gaffe to another with an economic policy stolen 
from the Hogwarts Museum of Failed Spells, I 
had thought the parties must have gotten the 
burning stupid out of their system. 

Surely, thought I, things would get better I 
hate being wrong. 

in some respects, the campaign has devolved 
from the ridiculous into a mismanaged carnival 


of madness. It is almost as if the Progressive 
Conservatives and Liberals looked at the first 
stage of the campaign, saw how badly itwent 
and said to themselves: “I bet we can make it 

Let’s start with the incumbent Liberals. 

This is an unpopular party that, let’s face it 
survives largely on the relative weakness of the 
power hungry opposition. Yes, Kathleen Wynne 
is not Dalton McGuinty, but she still has to 
carry his legacy. Her primary job as I see it is to 
convince the voter that a) she has a good plan for 
Ontario and b) to avoid making people hate the 
Liberals more than they already do. 

ITs the second point that is relevant here. 

Niagara West-Glanbrook Liberal candidate 
David Mossey thought it would be a good idea 
to post on Facebook a photo of two scantily dad 
female backsides, purporting to show the differ¬ 
ence between a woman who does squats and 
one who doesn't 

“I agree! Do you?” Mossey wrote on the 2013 
post that made headlines this week. 

I realize that for many men, it would take a 
degree in philosophy to understand why that 


photo was offensive. But it was. 

And posting it was beyond foolish for a person 
planning to get elected, running against PC 
Leader Urn Hudakno less, and with a party led 
byawoman. 

It was not the only sexist gaffe the Liberals had 
to contend with. Nepean-Carleton candidate 

JackUppal had to apologize for opining on 
Facebook that women’s brains are less adept at 
problem solving than men’s. 

Liberals, start vetting your candidates more 
closely. And for Odin’s sake, keep them off social 

Then there is the Tories’ attempt to convince 
us Hudak’s alchemical jobs plan is anything 
other than wishful thinking. To create credibility 
for the plan, they commissioned right-wing 
American economist Ben Zycher, who gave the 
plan a gold star 

This would normally be unremarkable, 
save for a couple of things. He appears to think 
human activity has no impact on climate change, 
which is like saying gravity has no impact on a 
person who foils off a roof. 

More critically, however, are the ugly disper¬ 


sions Zycher cast at U.S. First Lady Michelle 
Obama in a 2009 opinion piece. He described 
her as a “product of lifelong affirmative action 
coddling” who got an easy ride in university 
because she is black. 

“Can there be any doubt the Princeton admin¬ 
istrators accepted (Obama’s thesis) because of 
her skin colour?” he wrote. 

Of all the economists the Tories could have 
hired to look at their jobs plan, this was the guy 
they chose? 

What, was Donald Sterling not available? 

The Liberals, possibly anxious to steer the 
attention away from their own gaffes, jumped on 
this right away, sending a flurry of press releases 
to the news media. 

What does this all add up to? 

It demonstrates the epic lack of judgment and 
forethought by both parties. 

It’s sloppy, it’s stupid and I think I speak for 
many voters when I say to both parties: Get your 
bloody houses in order, or go away.

Ontario needs a comprehensive manufacturing strategy 


I \ I iagara was built by the manufacturing 
X xl sector Since the late 1800s, communi¬ 
ties across Niagara were established — and 
enjoyed great prosperity—with a robust manu- 

With accessible and affordable electricity 
and a transportation grid that included rail, 
roads and water, Niagara was key to Ontario's 
economic prosperity for close to a century. 

But much like Ontario's manufacturing sector, 
Niagara's industrial footprint has grown signifi¬ 
cantly smaller over the past two decades. 

We need to reverse Niagara's manufacturing 
slide, and we need the Ontario government to 
play an important role in turning the tide. 

Manufacturing is vital in dnving innovation, 
research and technology, as well as generat¬ 
ing wealth. In both wages and tax revenue 
(business and property), manufacturing has a 
tremendous impact on our communities, gen¬ 
erating seven indirect jobs for every one direct 
job in manufacturing. 

In the current climate, Ontario is losing the 
manufacturing batde that is playing out across 


North America. 

According to Statistics Canada, Ontario has 
shed more than 255,000 industrial jobs in the 
past 10 years. With the highest energy costs in 
North America, an increasingly burdensome 
regulatory marketplace and a hyper-com¬ 
petitive environment in the USA focused on 
re-shoring its manufocturing base, Ontario has 
lost its footing as a dominant manufacturing 
hub in the global economy. 

In Niagara, energy costs are crippling the 
competitiveness of local manufacturers. When 
combined with American-based incentive pro¬ 
grams to attract Canadian companies through 
low energy rates, zero property taxes and labour 
subsidy programs, it’s clear why Niagara contin¬ 
ues to shed manufacturing jobs. 

Ontario needs a comprehensive manufactur¬ 
ing strategy. It’s not enough to offer tax cuts 
across the board for business, or small off-peak 
electricity reductions for heavy industrial users. 
A targeted, multi-faceted strategy is required 
— one that supports local manufacturing 
companies and attracts new industry to our 
commumties. 


According to The Economist, the most 
common reason for re-shoring of manufactur¬ 
ing jobs to America is the higher Chinese labour 
costs. The move toward zero-net offshoring 
is upon us, and the U.S. is outpacing Canada 
when it comes to creating the conditions to 
attract manufacturing. Ontario is not compet¬ 
ing with China, it’s competing with the U.S., and 
it’s losing the manufacturing game. 

In the Niagara context, we have compa¬ 
nies involved along a complete spectrum of 
advanced manufacturing categories including 
aerospace, automotive, military, electronics, 
marine, and food and beverage. These compa¬ 
nies are competing on a global stage either as 
part of multi-national supply chains or as single 
firms within an international market place. In 
a recent study, it was noted that Niagara still 
has more than 900 manufacturing firms. The 
majority of these are small and medium-sized 
companies, 

and if Ontario had a comprehensive manu¬ 
facturing strategy, it would provide an eco¬ 
nomic boost to Niagara’s manufacturing sector. 

The next government of Ontario must be as 


committed to manufacturing as our American 
neighbours. 

If the Ontario government is committed to 
the future of manufacturing in our communi¬ 
ties, a strategy must be developed that includes 
competitive energy rates, streamlined regula¬ 
tory processes, targeted export-ready programs, 
continued investments into skilled trades, and 
gives communities like Niagara flexibility when 
it comes to tax incentive programs. 

Niagara can regain its once held dominance 
in the manufacturing sector. It has an expansive 
transportation network, it’s the gateway to the 
United States, it has a skilled workforce, it has 
research and innovation facilities at Niagara 
College and Brock University, and it has the 
energy grid that can accommodate increased 
industrial capacity. Much like New York State, 
we need the Ontario government to play a 


pivotal role in ensuring that communities like 
Niagara have all the competitive tools that our 
American neighbours have been given to retain

Demand outstrips cash resources for homeless services 


There just isn’t enough money 
to feed the need. 

That was a message relayed 
last week by Sarah Pennisl to 
Niagara Region’s public health 
and social services committee. 

The director of social assist¬ 
ance and employment opportu¬ 
nities was at committee to sub¬ 
mit a list of agencies staff have 
approved for funding to deliver 
region homeless services. 

“The demand for resources 
far outstrips the funding that 
we have to allocate,” Pennisi 
told committee members. “We 
received proposals for $7.2 mil¬ 
lion annually, we’ve got $4.2 
million to allocate." 

The region issued a request 
for proposals early this year for 


social agencies to deliver home¬ 
less services for the period 
of July 1 to Dec. 31, 2016. The 
region was looking for agencies 
to provide outreach and preven¬ 
tion services, transitional hous¬ 
ing and emergency hostels. 

Pennisi said staff received 39 
proposals. 

“Because we were $3 million 
short of what agencies actually 
asked, we couldn't fund all of 
the projects that were submit¬ 
ted,” Pennisi said. “So what we 
did was we looked at each of the 
project budgets that were pro¬ 
posed and we recommended 
an amount based on what the 
agencies are currently being 
funded for and what they cur- 
rendy deliver." 

Of the 39 proposals, staff and 
a community advisory board 
recommend 10 do not received 


funding — six because there 
are insufficient funds and four 
because they would not provide 
core homeless services. 

"In total, 29 projects will be 
delivered by 20 different agen¬ 
cies,” Pennisi said. 

The biggest allotment of fund¬ 
ing, should regional council 
agree with staff, is earmarked 
for the YWCA, which would 
receive almost $1.6 million to 
provide emergency hostels. The 
smallest allotment — $80,000 — 
is to the Boys and Girls Club to 
provide supported transitional 
housing. 

Community Care of St. 
Catharines and Thorold fell well 
short of the dollars it requested 
for a couple of program it runs. 
The agency requested $871,322 
but will receive $703,650 for 
prevention programs, such

as its drop-in, walk-in and connec¬ 
tions services centres, and for its Part¬ 
ners in Trusteeship program it asked 
for $318,159 but will receive $213,270. 
The Partners program sees Community 
Care act as trustee for people who have 
an inability to manage their finances. 
The agency will receive, for instance, 
someone’s Ontario Works cheque and 
pay the recipient’s bills. 

“We recognize that there were chal¬ 
lenges from the staff perspective and 
how much money there was and how 
they allocated the money,” Community 
Care chief executive officer Betty-Lou 
Souter said. “There just wasn't enough 
money to go around. 

“We need to do the best that we can 
with the money we have.” 

Community Care’s request for 
$245,831 for its Home at Last program 


was denied due to a lack of funding. 
That program would supply rent sup¬ 
plements for 20 units and support serv¬ 
ices to those living in the units. 

Pelham regional Coun. Brian Baty, a 
co-chair of the public health and social 
services committee, said council needs 
to keep pressing higher levels of gov¬ 
ernment for more funding. 

“What we need to do is remember the 
shortfall,” Baty said. "Remember why 
we're in this situation as we move for¬ 
ward, once again, to try and get equi¬ 
table funding for Niagara. That’s the 
root cause of this problem. We know 
we don't get a fair share compared to 
Windsor, compared to London, com¬ 
pared to Hamilton."

Committee votes to extend bus funding

Looks like Niagara Region's experiment 
with an inter-municipal transit system will 
continue for another year 

Public works committee members voted 
last week to recommend regional council 
accept a staff recommendation that funding 
for the service be extended for ayear beyond 
the end of the pilot project Sept 5. 

The region initiated the inter-municipal 
transit pilot project in 2011. At the onset of 
the pilot program, the region gave grants 
totalling $3.7 million to the Welland, St. 
Catharines and Niagara Falls transit systems 
for the purchase of eight buses to be used to 
connect those municipalities, as well as Port 
Colbome, Fort Erie and Thorold. The region 
has provided additional funding to the tran¬ 
sit systems on a yearly basis since the pilot 
program began. Should council agree with 
the committee, that fundingwill be extended 
— $925,363 for September to Dec. 31 of this 
yeat and $1,851,333 from January to Sept 5, 
2015. 

Staff stressed the continuance in funding 
would be an interim measure in the transi¬ 
tion from pilot program to permanent inter¬ 
municipal transit system. 

The only councillors on the committee 
who voted against the recommendation 
were Selina Volpatti of Niagara Falls and 
Andy Petrowski of St Catharines. Both said 
they were supporters of an inter-municipal 
transit system, but did not believe the Region 
should run it 

Petrowski and Volpatti do not want to 
see the region get in the bus business. They 
favour Niagara's three transit systems run¬ 
ning the system, with funding from the 
region, or contracting out the service to a 
private operator. 

“I support transit but I don’t support this 
version and that's why I won’t support con¬ 
tinuing with what I consider not the best 
program,” Petrowski said. “We have to push 
this back to the municipalities, they’re the 
experts in this, let them run this.” 

Volpatti said: “I certainly support a transit 
system throughout the region... what I don’t 


support is a failed attempt by the region to 
provide it” 

Regional Chair Gary Burroughs stressed 
an extension of the funding was not avote to 
have the region run an inter-municipal sys¬ 
tem in the fiiture. 

“Transit to all our communities is going to 
look different” Burroughs said. “I don’t think 
we (the region) should be doing it I think 
we’re going to move away from that, and 
maybe it’s the three (municipal transit sys¬ 
tems) that we currently have. Maybe it isn't 
maybe it’s straight private sectok’ 

Burroughs said a decision on which way 
to go will be decided by council, but contin¬ 
uing the service another year will allow for 
that discussion. 

Lincoln Mayor Bill Hodgson said the 
region needs to stick with the service for at 
least another year while it is fleshed out fur¬ 
ther, but cautioned “we need to move away 
from funding this type of service on the 
levy as a grant” because some communi¬ 
ties would be paying fora service they don’t 
receive. He said a fair and equitable system 
would see communities pay for the level of 
service they receive. 

“In any case, this isn’tthe time to abandon 
this service that is growing,” Hodgson said. 

Welland Mayor Barry Sharpe, a supporter 
of a regional inter-municipal transit system, 
said every Niagara taxpayer will be subsidiz¬ 
ing it 

“There isn’t some kind of deal that takes 
somebody who lives out that way, or some¬ 
body who lives out that way, off the hook,” 
Sharpe said. 

West Lincoln Mayor Doug Joyner said "we 
need to grow and we need to grow up in the 
Niagara region.” 

"We need to understand inter-municipal 
transit is big part of this region,” Joyner said. 
“And we will grow as a region if we institute 
inter-municipal transit” 

Joyner said West Lincoln residents have 
come to realize “they are going to pay for this 
as part of their regional taxes, andtheywel-

Trail users hope to take chaige

More than a year after Welland 
scrapped its portion of the East Side Trail, 
a group of trail users plan to reopen it. 

Noise complaints from residents and 
concerns about liability in December 
2012 prompted city councillors to vote 
to terminate a lease agreement with St. 
Lawrence Seaway Management Corp. 
and Niagara Region for the portion of the 
trail that runs through Welland along the 
east side of the Welland Canal. 

But the Niagara Trails Committee pres¬ 
ident Tracy-Lynn Bell said her organiza¬ 
tion now hopes to take over that lease 
agreement, along with the responsibility 
for the trail’s maintenance and manage- 

Bell addressed Welland city council¬ 
lors last week and asked for the munici¬ 
pality’s support of her committee’s efforts 
to run the trail shared by ATV and dirt 
bike riders as well as horseback riders 
and cyclists. 


Responding to questions about noise, 
Bell said many of the complaints are 
related to dirt bikes and ATVs travelling 
at "excessive speed” on a gravel roadway 
in the area, which will not be included in 
the revised plans for the trail. 

“We do not want the gravel roadway,” 

"The trail system was not designed for 
excessive speed. It’s designed for enjoy- 

Meanwhile, she said some committee 
members will act as certified “trail war¬ 
dens,” warning and educating other rid¬ 
ers who aren’t following rules and regu¬ 
lations. 

She said liability concerns can be 
addressed by the insurance policies of 
the committee, user groups, as well as 
individual riders. 

Bell was also in Port Colborne last 
week speaking to city councillors there 
about the proposal, which includes the 
development of a new municipal bylaw 
to regulate the use of the trail that will

GRAPEFRUIT AND MEDICATION 

Grapefruit and grapefruit juice are an excellent source of many nutrients that contribute to 
a healthy diet. Grapefruit is a good source of vitamin C, fiber, and the pink and red hues contain 
the beneficial antioxidant lycopene, thought to have a role in preventing various diseases such as 
cancer and heart disease. Studies have shown that grapefruit helps lower cholesterol, and there 
is evidence that the seeds have antioxidant properties. 

However, there are compounds in grapefruit called furanocoumarins that can interfere with 
the way your body metabolizes certain medications. This can lead to dangerously high levels 
of medication in the body and may increase the risk of rare but serious or life-threatening side 
effects such as slowed heart rate and muscle deterioration. For a few medications, it can lead to 
decreased effectiveness because these medications need to be metabolized in order to become 
active. Don't take these interactions lightly, as some can cause potentially dangerous health 
problems. 

Both grapefruit juice (either tresh or frozen) and the fruit itself can affect certain medications 
and the effects have been seen with as little as one 8-ounce (250 mL) glass of grapefruit juice. 
The effects of grapefruit juice on medications can last up to 3 days, so taking them at different 
times of day will not help. Naturally sweet orange juice has not been shown to affect medications 
the way grapefruit juice does, but tangelos (which are related to grapefruit), lime juice, and 
Seville(sour) oranges may affect medications. 

Many medications may be affected by grapefruit juice, including medications for:

HIV 

Saquinavir (Invirase, Fortovase), indinavir (Crixivan) 

Seizures/Epilepsy

Sildenafil (Viagra), Taldafil (Cialis) 

Transplants/ 
Autoimmune Diseases

Propagation Ban and 
Sampling of Plants 
Susceptible to Plum Pox Virus 


Between May and October 2014, the Canadian Food Inspection Agency 
(CFIA) will be inspecting selected rural and residential properties in 
the Niagara Region, to sample susceptible trees for the Plum Pox Virus 
and/or to verify compliance with the propagation ban that is in place. 
This means that property owners may see CFIA inspectors on their 
property. 

The Niagara Region is currently under federal quarantine. Regulations 
are in place to prevent the spread of plum pox virus outside of the 
quarantine area. Plum Pox Virus is a serious plant disease that threatens 
Canada’s stone fruit industry. It does not affect human or animal 
health. 

Plants that are susceptible to the virus include apricot, nectarine, 
peach and, plum trees, and some ornamental shrubs such as purpleleaf 
sandcherry. 

A ban on propagation is in place. This ban prohibits anyone in the 
Niagara quarantine area from producing trees and plants that are 
susceptible to the virus. This includes producing trees and plants from 
seed, cuttings, grafting or any other method.

OPP urges caution 
to motorcycle riders

Pat Massie knows first hand the hazards 
motorcycle riders can face on Niagara’s 

“I’ve had many near misses with people 
just not checking their blind spots," says the 
constable with the Qntano Provincial Police 
Niagara detachment 

Massie has patrolled the highways of 
Niagara on a motorcycle for the past eight 

With the warmer weather finally arriving, 
the OPP is reminding motorists to share the 
road with their two-wheeled counterparts. 

“Don’t just depend onyour minors,” Mas¬ 
sie tells motorists. “Lookoveryour shoulders 
before changing lanes.” 

Motorcycle collisions on provincial high¬ 
ways usually “do not end well” for the ridei; 


During the national campaign—May 13 
to 19—police agendesweieoutinfullfoice 
looking for aggressive drivers, impaired driv¬ 
ers, distracted drivers and those not wearing 
seatbelts. 

Massi was using his OPP motorcycle as a 
tool to target drivers who insist on using their 
cellphones while behind the wheel. 

“Most people are expecting a police car to 
come up beside them,” he explains. 

“They're not expecting a motorcycle and 
I’m at an elevated height so I’ll be able to 
look into the car to see the phones on their 
laps. I’ll see if they're texting or reading or 
simply not paying attention.” 

The fine for driving while distracted 
increased in March to $280 plus court costs. 

“You can buy a Blue Tooth at a retail store 
for a lot less money than that,” Massi says. 

Drivers are also being reminded to obey 
Ontario’s “move over” lawwhen approach- 


"With high speeds, the motorcycle offers 
literally no protection to a driver when 
involved in a collision.” 

Idzenga says responsible riders are often 
“victims of inattentive or distracted drivers.” 

“The motorcycle has a small profile mak¬ 
ing them less visible than larger vehicles.” 


The law requires drivers to slow down 
and pass with caution. Iftheroadhas two 
or more lanes, drivers must move over into 
another lane if it can be done safely. 

Failing to move over could result in a fine 
of up to $400 plus court costs.
